The Prevent Governor, David B. Hill, Nominated 
by on Overwhelming Vets on the First Ballot 
_fhelotense Buthasiasm of the Con- 
yention— The Daey’s Proceedings, 


Crows’ Uatt, Saratoga, N. Y., September 
o4—There were fully as many ladies and 

romient pertons present in the Casino at 
half-p2st 11 this morning to witness the pro- 
ceedings of the democratic state convention as 
sitended the opening of the republican con- 
gention two days ego. At exactly 12:30 
pclock, the convention was called to order by 
Chairman Byrne, of the state committee. Mr. 
George Raines, of Monroe county, was chen 
elected temporary chairman. 

Mr. iuines, on taking the chair, addressed 
the convention atsome length. All references 
to President Cleveland wes greeted with 
cheers. Ropresentatives of the anti-monopoly 
jesgue and state trade’s assembly then ad- 
dreteeed the convention briefly. Messrs. Burke 
sndCecbran then effered strong resolutions 
ggiinst the civil service laws, which were 
greeted with tremenduous applause. Taese 
resolutions were similar to those adopted by 
Temmsvy some weeks ago. 

The convention then adjourned until 7:30 
p.m. 


~ 


THE NIGHT SESSION, 
The bell was densely crowded when the 
hour errived for reassembling. Fully one halt 
of the spectators were iadies. The delegates 
were a]! in their seats half an hour after the 
sppointed time for business to begin. Tem- 
porary Chairman Raines called the conven- 


jion to order. The committee on contested 
seats reported, recommending that contesting 
snd reguiar delegations from Westchester be 
admitied with a half vote for each, also that 
ihe contesting delegation from Chautaqua 
be admitted as the rightful delegation. The 
contest in Livingston county was reported sets 
tled and withdrawn. The report was adopted, 
and the committee on permanent 
organization recommended that Temporary 
Chairman Raines be made permanent chair- 
man, which was agreed to with applause. D. 
Cady Herricks, from the committee on resolu- 
tions, stated that the committee had been 
upable to complete the report, and requested 
to be silowed until 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. There were murmurs of disappointment 
from all over the house, but the request was 
granted. 

Senator Ecclesine, ot New York, then offer- 
ed the follow'ng: 

“Resolved, That this convention proceed at 
this session to nominate a candidate for governor 
anda candidate ior lieutenat<governor.’’ [Ap- 
lause. | 
: Mr. Herrick, of Albany, moved to strike 
out al] afterthe word governor. 

Senator Ecclesine said: 

Itis somewhat unusual! know to proceed to 
nominations until the platform is adopted, but, 
sir, the distinguished statesman who will in all 
probability receive the nomination of this con- 
vention for the head of the ticket (applause) will 
be a platform in himself, and I think we can safely 
proceed to nominate the man who is to ably sec 
ond him and who isto besecond in commaud.”’ 

Mr, Hickney, of Cattaraugus, said that the 
oolm judginent of the convention ought to pre- 
vent this attempt to railroad a ticket through 
without a discussion of the merits of the can- 
didaies, not even of a candidate for first place. 
He moved to adjourn. [Great confusion, de- 
risive shouts, hisses and cries of ‘‘no!’’] 

When the name of Abram S. Hewitt was 
called on this motion to adjourn, all delegates 
excepting Tammany hall arose and gave three 
routing cheers The motion to adiourn was 
lost—ayes 148'., nays 231'4. This was a test 
yote,the nays representing the strength of 
Governor Hill. 

The announcement of the vote was the sig- 
nal for uproarous applause, both trom delegates 
and outsiders. 

Mr. Griffith was quickly on his feet with the 
demand that the roll be called on Mr. Her- 
rick’s amendment on the striking of Mr. Ec- 
clésine’s resolution in references to 
lieutenant governor. Mr. Ecclesine 
quickly announced that he accepted Mr. Her- 
-rick’s amendment. [Applause.] Mr. Griffith 
as quickly moved to amend Mr. Ecclesine’s 
Motion so as to read that the convention pro- 
ceed to nominate a candidate for governor and 
thata ballot thereon be postponed until to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock, A great howl 
of dissent went up, cries of “No!” “No!” 
being mingled with cat calls and hisses. 

Mr. Griffith, looking very pale and very 
much in carnest, waited till hecould be heard, 
tad then said: 

“I believe this convention has now reached the 
tritis where it should pause. I will not question 
their motives in forcipg this convention at this 
Ubseemiy hour.”’ 

This phrase caused an outburst of derisive 
laughter, and Griffith was unable to get the 
aitention of the house again before a delegate 
moved to take a recess. Cries of dissent from 
this proposition ceased only when Colonel 
Fellows was observed secking recognition of 
tbe chair.

The Story of a Hearth«ss Woman and an 
Unforturate Child, 

Hatrax, N.8., September 24.—The Chroni- 
cle publishes a harrowing tale disclosed to- 
night by a young girlon her death bed. A 
little over fifteen years ago a young woman, 
now the wifeof a Dominion government offi. 
cial in Halifax, and related to a family of well 


known and respectable people, became the . 


mother of an illegitimate child—a girl. The 
infant was placed io a city orphanage, where 
it remained until three years ago, when she 
wes taken out by a fzgmily who were in need 
of a maid servant. Forsome time the girl 
remained with theee people, but the family 
finally removing to San lrancisco leit her to 
ebift for herselt. 

Jn searching fora new situation the girl 
happened to visit the home of her n other’s 
sister, who, recognizing the family resem- 
blance and aware of the episode of many years 
before made inquiries, which resulted in the 
girl’s identification beyond a doubt. The 
sunt then undertook the charge of the girl for 
tho time being and made the latter acquaint- 
ed with the discovery she (the aunt) had made 
regarding ber identity. The mother, who is 
respected by a largecircleof friends and ac- 
quaintances, became terror stricken lest her 
husband, who was in ignorance of her early 
disgrace, should learn the terrible story, and 
threatened, if the affair was disclosed to him, 
that ehe would kil! herself. 

Through the aid of the sister who first made 
the discovery the homeless girl, who was 


known as Agnes, wes nrovided with » std l- 
16h. Lu ress Ville, however, the unachnow!l- 


edged daughter was not content, and finding 
to what church her only known parent be- 
longed, she went Sunday after Sunday and 
mingled with the congregation in the vain 
hope to get her mother to recognize her and 
to take her to her arms and her home. She 
would wait in the vesiibule of thechurca and 
es her mother pessed pull the woman’s dress 
to attract her atiention, but the latter would 
turn her head in an opposite direction and 
disdsin to cast a single look on her almost 
heart-broken offspring. 

On one occassion Agnes went te the house in 
which. her parent lived and brought her to the 
door, but the mother disowned her, refused to 
permit her to enter, and sent after ber sister 
10 take the girl away as quick as possible lest 
her husband should come home and learn the 
truth. 

On a Sunday night, three or four months 
ago, Agnes, on her way from church, was met 
by a young man, son of a brewer at one time 
in bueiness here, but who failed a couple of 
years ego. He made the acquaintance of the 
girl, and she declares he induced her to ac- 
ecmpany him to an improper house, where 
she was seduced. 

The girl is fast approaching death,the result 
of having given birth toa stiliborn child. Her 
statement shows that she was sent to an hos- 
pital while suffering from sore throat a short 
time sgo and was persuaded to leave there last 
week before being completely cured by a noto- 
ricus female of whose character she was una- 
ware. Fortunately she fell in with more re- 
spectable people betore spending a night with 
her newly found triend, and through steps 
taken by these she was furnished with a de- 
cent boarding place. Sheavows that the only 
mon with whom she was improperly intimate 
was the ex- brewer's son. 


A FATAL BUGGY RID&. 


A Yourg Lady Dies and Her Eacort Be 
comes lasane, 

Cuanteston, W. Va., September 24.—Va 
Thanksgiving Day,last November, Mr. Julius 
Steehlen, of this city, and Miss Annie Hub- 
bard, of Kanawha county, were buggy riding, 
when the horse attached to the buggy became 
frightened and ran away, throwing both occu- 
pants to the ground. Mr. Stachlen escaped 
with slight injuries, while Miss Hubbard’s 
skull was fractured by falling ona block of 
granite lying inthe street. The physicians 
who attended her did not think that she could 
recover, but at the end of two months she was 
in apparentiy good health, although at inter- 
vals he suffered with violent headaches,which 
caused her physicians to think that epilepsy 
might ensue. 

The sflair has just ended in a tragical man- 
ner. She went riding a day or two ago with 
Mr. Stachlem, and after returning was 1D live: 
ly spirits, However, later, as she was prepar- 
ing to retire fainted and fell to the floor. Phy- 
sicians were immediately summoned, but 
they saw at once that nothing could be done 
for her. She never regained consciousness 
and died in » few hours. Mr. 
Stachlen, who was engaged to her, left the 
house immediately after her death, and noth- 
ing has been heard of him. Fears heave been 
entertained that he has com mitted suicide, as 
be has been heard to say that if she died he 
did not want to live. When last seen he was 
in the lower end of the city going toward Elk 
river.

Lox pox, September 24 —Several squadrons 
of Bulgaria cavalry have arrived in Philip- 
popolis. l’rince Alexander, accompanied by 
his staff, met the Bulgarian cavalry on the 
outskirts of the city, and placing himself at 
the head of the column entered the town 
amidst much enthusiasm, the people cheering 
the prince and hiseoldiers along the whole 
line of march. The prince immediately after- 
wars started for the frontier to inspect the 
troops etetiored there. Large numbers of 
borses are ecntinually arriving here for the 
use of troops as the result of the recent call 
for voluntary offerings from the inhabitants. 
Everything pointsto active prepsrations for 
the defensive campaign. A number of com- 
mittees of ladies are working hard making 
clothing forthe soldiers. 

Servia is raising loans for the purchase in 
Austriaof materialto complete her railway. 
The Bulgariens in the Timok district are ask- 
ing permission to enter Servia in the event of 
a Turkish invasion of Bulgaria. 

The Turkish force has occupied a small 
villege peer Mustapha Pasha, a town in li ou- 
meéliaontbe Maritza river. There were no 
Bulgarian troops there. 

The Berlin North German Gazette says 
thatthe Bulgarians ought to have discovered 
by this time that the hope of Russian support 
is fallacious, es witnessed by the czar’s recall 
to Lussia, of Major-General Cantacuzene, who 
wae sctirg as the Bulgarian minister of war, 
and it needs no deviation to predict the na- 
ture of the reception that will be given to 
Bulgarian deputation, who are about to visit 
the czar at Copenhagen.

A PROHIBITORY ACTION. 

Application has been made to the legisla- 
ture for e charter for the Guarantee Banking 
and Safe Deposit company of Atlanta. In 
ibe application for the charter it was stated 
that the incorporators desired to become re- 
sporsible to the amount of their stock to de- 
peosiiors. The house committee, to which it 
was referred, thought it proper to make every 
stockholder responsible for double the 
amount of etock he subecribed. The incor- 
porators accepted this change without com, 
plaint. Itis now propored inthe senate 
committees to make every stockholder indi- 
vicually liable for ihe entire indebtedness of 
the bank. 

This Jast provision is simply prohibitory. 
Ifthe cemmittee insists upon it, the bank 
project will, of course, be abandoned. If it 
is made a precedent, no new bank can be es- 
tablished in Georgia, for there are few men 
who would subscribe $5,000 to the stock of a 
bank with the understanding that they may 
be beld liable for one-half a million dollars. 
Atlanta needs new banking ‘capital; every 
city in the ttaie needs more capita]. Georgia 
is inviting capital to develop her resources. 
Nearly $100,000 of New York and Philadel- 
phia capital bas been subscribed to the bank 
that ie now applying fora charter. Those 
who subecribe to it are seeking a ( or 8 per 
cent investment for their money. If, however, 
every man is to be made liable for the en- 
tire deposit account of the bank,none of them 
will, of course, confirm their subscriptions. 

It does seem that the precaution of mak- 
ing every stockholder liable for double the 
amount of bis stock, provides abundant se- 
curity. If the bank started with one-quarter 
molllion dollars capita), this clause puis up 
one half million collars as protection to the 
depositors, besides the assets of the bank.

—What Was Done. 


_ The board of education met in regular 80s - 
ion lest night. There were present Vice 
President Mayer, presiding, and Messrs. 
Kimball, Roach, Hemphill, Powell, Blanch- 
ard, Beatie and Hammond. 

Superintendent Slaton submitted his 
monthly report. The report showed that 
four thousand five hundred and two pupils 
were in attendance, and thaithey were di- 
vided as follows:

The report shows that there are thirty-eight 
more pupils atiending the schools than the 
schools have teats, However, there are torty- 
two vacant seats in the Ivy street,and seventy- 
two yacant seats in the Calhoun street school. 
Ore thousand two hundred and sixteen tickets 
bave been issued to children who were not in 
aitendance on the last day of the last scholas- 
tic year. Of this number eight hundred have 
never been pupils before. The rest are trans- 
fers from one schoo] district to another, 
or children who dropped out of 
school before the year ended. The 
report showed that 240 seats will be added 
when the Ira street school is opened, making 
in all 3,568 seats for whites, and 1,118 seats 
for colored pupils, or a total of 4,686, The 
census of the children of school age taken in 
1682 shows that there were then 5,573 
whites and 4,981 colored, or a total of 10,554 
children. ‘‘The teachers elected in July,”’ 
Says the report, “for the first time are gener- 
ally doing well.” The reportsuggesied that 
a epmall amount of money spent 
each month in furnishing wall 
maps, globes and reference dictionaries 
for teachers’ desks would soon increase greatly 
the efficiency oithe teachers-labors. 

Several bills were examined and ordered 
paid.
